I doubt if we doctors know 
exactly, bul certainly, as many persons—, 
both nien--dnd women-—grow older, every 
so often the setting on some sort of tiny 
regulator in the brain changes. and they 
will gain perhaps five pounds. For a while, 
they'll stay at that level, and then they'll 
“slip a cog,” and will quickly go up to an- 
other weight level.

So typical of the worries and uncertainties 
of many people are the worries of a womah 
who -writes to say that her doctor has 
found she has a long, narrow, infantile type 
of uterus-—the sort of womb that one finds 
in a little girl. In the cases of some women, 
the womb never develops normally. 

Usually, I think we doctors are unwise 
and unkind when we tell a mildly psychotic 
or terribly worrisome or hypochondriacal 
Woman: that she has such a peculiarity. It 
doesn't do a bit of godd, and it often sends 
her into a bad “tail-spin.” 

For instance; the women with an in- 
fantile womb who.write me want to know 
what they can do.to cause their womb to 
grow and become normal. I know of nothing 
they can take I have seen women like 
this spend every cent their husbands could 
earn and save, going from one doctor to 
another, trying always to get some medicine 
that would cause the womb to develop. 
Perhaps the woman demands that her womb 
be made to develop so that she can have 
a child, or so that she can -have more: 
satisfactory sex-relations. 

One woman who just wrote me wants 
to know if her infantile uterus will cause 
her to fose her mind and- develop melan. 
cholia! I am sure it won't. Actually, I 
suspect that she is so upset about her «mall 
womb. because she was born with a tendency 
to melancholia. Her loss of sexual feeling

“Although we consider ourselves free to resume 
nucleér weapon testing, we shall not resume nuclear 
yeapons tests without announcing our intention in 
advance of any resumption,” Eisenhower said. 


At the moment the United Statés is operating 
under a moratorium on tests which lasts until midnight 
Thursday. 

It has been in effect for 14 months. The White 
House said the moratorium ‘was a definite commitment 
covering a definite time, as distinct from the new 
\“voluntary suspension” which carries no deadline.
